The  rumors  turned  into  fact,  the  long  awaited  an- 
nouncement came  from  Fr.  David  Clarke.  Regis  would 
become  a  university.  The  reason,  a  variety  of  different 
departments  and  student  enrollment  in  programs  like 
RECEP  and  the  MBA  program.  The  name  change 
would  take  place  in  1992,  but  the  new  made  the  1991 
headlines. 

While  many  students  braced  for  the  new  name,  oth- 
ers feared  problems  this  school  year.  Presumed  budget 
cuts  threatened  to  cancel  some  classes  and  lay  off  some 
part  time  teachers.  Many  students  protested  the  sup- 
posed cuts.  In  the  end,  very  little  difference  was  seen 
on  campus.  It  was  classes  as  usual.  While  the  contro- 
versies were  for  future  changes,  they  created  numerous 
controversies  in  1991.

he  name  change 
wasn't  opposed 
by  many.  How- 
ever, the  popular 
"Excellence  in 
the  Jesuit  Tra- 
dition" was  an- 
nounced that  it 
would  be 

dropped,  creat- 
ing quite  a  stir. 
The  administra- 
tion said  that  for 
flexibility  rea- 
sons the  slogan 
would  not  be  at- 
tached to  the 
logo.  The  admin- 
istration insisted 
that  no  Jesuit 
tradition  would 
be  lost. 
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Cheating.  According  to  a  Rocky  Moun- 
tain News  story,  cheating  had  not  become 
a  major  epidemic  in  1991.  In  the  Feb- 
ruary 5th  article,  many  students  reported 
that  they  had  cheated  on  exams  and  as- 
signments. Many  students  in  the  Denver 
metro  area  also  said  that  they  did  not  feel 
guilty  about  fibbing  on  test  and  other  class 
work. 

Money  was  proving  to  have  a  tight  hold 
on  everyone  and  everything.  Locally, 
Denver  ISD  teachers  threatened  to  shut 
down  the  district  if  a  new  contract  was 
not  reached.  The  money  issue  also  was 
evident  nationally.  The  debate  over  arms 
for  education  continued  on  Capital  Hill. 
According  to  a  USA  TODAY  article,  the 
United  States  remained  far  behind  other 
countries  in  percentage  of  the  dollar  spent 
on  education.  $.03  was  not  proving  to  be 
enough  to  keep  up  with  countries  such  as 
Japan.

In  North  Dakota,  the  House  failed  to 
override  Gov.  George  Sinner's  veto  of  what 
would  have  been  the  most  stringent  anti- 
abortion  law  in  the  country.  Early  in  1990, 
Idaho  overrode  a  similar  bill  that  would 
have  restricted  abortions  in  Idaho.  The 
bill  failed  because  of  a  massive  protest 
by  pro-choice  groups  who  threatened  to 
boycott  Idaho  potatoes. 

Certain  religious  groups  found  victories 
in  the  nation's  high  courts.  Many  courts 
including  Minnesota's  Supreme  Court 
ruled  that  people  had  the  right  to  practice 
their  faith  without  federal  interference.
